was  afrild  of  tha  Oarmaa  army. 
Germans  encouracad  In  thamaalvea 
and  in  othara  tha  baUaf  that  the  Oar- 
man  army  waa  fnvlaelMa:  but  'avan 
thay  wara  becomlaa  apprahanaive 
that  la  a,  few  years,  when  the  arma- 
manta  of  their  nelKhbors  were  per- 
fected, even  (Jermany  mlfht  bo  nfrald. 

Britain  wa«  not  afraid  of  the  Oar- 
man  army,  becaune  nhe  lielleved  her- 
self to  be  nn  i»liiin1  that  was  out  of 
the  reach  of  aqy  t'ontlnentai  army, 
hut  the  rreat  Increase  of  the  Oarmaa 
fleet  made  har  watchful,  and  aha  no 
loaaar  fait  aatlafaatloa:  Indaad.  aha 
fait  doeldad  anaaalaaaa  at  tba  thouabt 
of  laalatlaa. 

Such  was  the  seneral  condition  of 
Europe;  preparations  for  war  had  pro- 
duced fear,  and  fear  predispoaea  to 
violence  and  rataHtroph*. 

People  In  Allleil  »  ountrles  may  com- 
ment with  truth  that  Oernuuiy,  by 
forcing  the  pai  e  in  military  aaaiuiTal 
armaments,  was  mora  tlHUi  asyono 
else  raaponafbia  for  tMi  atrll  atata  of 
aftaira. 

It  waa  har  policy  of  aselualva  aN 
llaneea  and  armaments  after  |I70 
that  produced  this  result. 

The  truer  this  comment  Is,  the 
more  force  does  It  give  to  the  con- 
clusion that  followo  from  If.  If  tha 
AllleB.  victors  In  the  last  war,  pur- 
eue  the  name  policy  that  Germany 
piimued  after  1  870.  preclacly  tha  aama 
untoward  cnnHequancaa  Will  follow. 
Allied  ezcluaiva  alllaaeaa  aad  arma- 
ments win  praauoa  eottatar-eombi- 
natlona  aad  anaamoat*— a  Oerman- 
Iluaaian  alUanee.  thia  time,  instead  of 
a  Franco-Russian. 

The  notion  that  Germany  ran  be 
kept  permanently  dliiarme.l  by  tem- 
porary expedients  such  as  forelcn 
ml»i><i.>n«  of  control.  Is  an  Illusion.

On  what  couraa  ia  Suropa  movtagT  la 
It  on  tho  oM  Uaaa  aaatab  ar  is  it  on 
new'liaaa  that  may  lead  to  new  se- 
curity and  not  to  the  old  fear? 

People  fell  us  that  In  (Jerm.my 
there  \n  no  ihanRo:  that  her  policy 
Will  ntlll  be  of  the  von  Bulow.  and 
her  mentality  of  tho  von  TIrpltr  type. 
If  that  be  HO.  thinaa  are  Indaad  hope- 
leee.  for  every  coaeiliatory  avortura  to 
her  will  be  takan  as  a  alaa  of  waak- 
aa  aomathlat  of  which  advaataae 
can  ba  takan. 

Our  prenoaal  for  a  naval  holiday 
in  ahlpbuitdlna  before  the  war  was 
pure  and  simple  common  sense.  It 
waJi  not  Inspired  at  all  by  apprehen- 
sion that  we  mlfht  drop  behind  In 
the  naval  competition;*  on  the  con- 
trary-.

Apart  from  the 
remarkable  iocreaac  of  two  or  three 
classes  of  crimes  against  property, 
crime  in  general  has  steadily  dimin- 
tohad  over  a  eosaiderable  term  of 
years,  ^nd,  in  addition,  the  reduction 
is  greatest  in  the  more  serious  forms 
of  law-bre«lctfig»  For  inatance,  homi- 
cide and  other  crimes  of  violence 
against  the  persdlf  are  steadily  falling 
in  England  and  Wake.  The  demand 
"for  'administrative  <eedBOffiy  is  keep' 
ing  the  police  forces  of  the  countriel 
mentioned  at  about  five  per  cent 
uiider'  their  eitablilhed  strength,  bur 
even'  on  this  reduced  basis  the  cost  of 
-the  police  has  enormously  increased 
since  the  pre*war  period.  For  the

ABIUAL  DEFENCE 


Some  indication  of  the  develop- 
ments of  aerial  warfare  was  given  id 
a  recent  lecture  by  Sir  Hugh  Trench- 
ard,  the  Chief  of  the  British  Air 
StsfF.  "Owing  td  thoM  developments 
the  situation  that  now  hi*  arisen  is 
that  in  one  day  more  bombs-coald  be 
dropped  on  Britain  than  were  dropped 
on  that  country  in  the  four  years 
the  Great  War  lasted.  The  aeroplane, 
according  to  Sir  Hugh,  is  the^  most 
offensive  weapon  that  has  evCr  been 
invented,  bat  (t  is  a  shockingly  bad 
'Weapon  of  defence.  Apparently,  how- 
ever, his  belief  is  that  in  another  SO 
0/ lOOj^eara  th%  EHtish.^iB#fte>wHI 
have  fu  hr  defended  by  air  as  the 
only  practical  m^od  of  d^f(^nce  on 
an  ecoaioflftkol  ihil  efficient  basis.

The  range 
of  fight^^  as  a  matter  of  fact,  would 
be  '  aartiaird  by  air-  method^  '  Air- 
planes could  damage  ships  250  miles 
from  shore  and  prevent  them  ffom 
bombarding  land  dalaatfes.  vThI  air 
would  ndlt'prevfnt  bombatdment,  but 
it  would  act  at  a  great  deterrent  to 
if.  and  a  very  economical  one.  His 
plea  is  for  the  badihic  of  tha  whole 
British  nation  in  tha  building  op  of 
the  means  of  aerial  defence. 


Chairman  O'Connor  of  the  I'nifed 
States  Shipping  Board,  says  that  the 
higher  cost  of  operating  AaMHcan 
ships  will  he  a  fatal  baudieap  to  them 
unless  they  have  ail  aaaaraaca  of  aid 
from  the  Oovernmbrtt  This^  would 
imply  thai  Ihey  haVe  had  ii»  ludi*^  aid 
up  to  the  present,  whereas  the  con- 
trary is  the  case.

As  The  New  York 
Times  says.  "After  ineffieiency  has 
gone  to  a  certtia  length,  not  even  a 
boDt^  will  avail  to  aave  it  fh«  the 
incvitaMa  conaa^aeaces."

The 'British  Government  has  decided 
to  extend  felicitations  to  the  new 
President  of  Germany,  fhat  is  just 
the  kind  of  action  the  British  Govern- 
ment might  be  expected  to  take.  The 
British  Government  generally  adopts 
a  large  and  liberal  attitude  when  it  is 
confronted  with  an  issue  that  other 
nations  may  consider  delicate,  but  an 
issue  that  really  ia  of  no  pahl^alar 
taaportaace.

Hindenburg  as  a  man  of  war  under 
international  indictment  for  alleged  in- 
human conduct  during  the  course  of 
the  late  war  may  be  ignored;  but  Hin- 
denburg as  the  elected  represenutive 
of  the  Oermaa  people  cannot  be  con- 
sidertd  as  non-existent.

Great  Britaiil  realises, 
as  all  the  other  nations  will  realize 
sooner  or  later,  that  she  must  have 
diplomatic  and  busiMs*  relations  with 
Germany.  Consequently  it  is  German 
public  opinion  to  which  official  defer- 
ence must  formally  be  pai4.  not  to 
Hindenburg  as  a  man  and  a  war 
criminil.  For  that  matter,  is  there 
the  alighteat  proapeet  of  nay  lof  the  war 
criminals  being  charged  with  their 
crimes  before  a  legally  constituted 
intirnatloaal  coart  of  iaetlce?

No^  If  wo  tako  tko  populatloh 
of  Oreat  Britahi  and  Northom  Iroland 
at  46  million,  and  Canada's  population 
at  nine  million  on  the  same  basis  of 
taxation.  Canada  should  be  paying  ap- 
proximately SO  million  dollars  per 
annum  as  against  Oreat  Britain's  60 
million  pounds  instead  of  the  $1,560.- 
aetnally  voted  on  the  1S24  ostim- 
ataa^  ar  ta  ether  words,  about  fifty 
timao  aa  mudk  aa  aha  dooa  at  prsasat. 

No  one,  of  ooorso,  would  argao  that 
Canada  actually  should  pay  that  vary 
large  sum.  but  the  huge  discrepancy 
reflects  no  credit  on  Canada.  • 

In  an  extract  from  Hraasey'a  Naral 
Annual.  1S26.  written  by  an  entirely 
unblaaaod  osport  on  such  subjects,  wa 
find:  "Although  some  admirable 
ppoockoa  wore  mada  during  tka  rooop- 
tlon  given  to  tho  Spocfal  Bofvlca 
Squadron  at  Halifax  and  Baqulmalt.

Kitty  Wlrtla,  a|t  »M«a  Indian  woman, 
who  haa.Mved  near  8ooke  for  many 
veara,  and  wished  to  donate  them  to 
the  Government  In  return  for  Its 
kindness  to  her 

"The  masks,"  the  report  aaya,  "are 
unique  examples  of  their  kind.  Ex- 
cept for  one  or  two  damaged  spael- 
mens  of  the  Weat  COaat  type,  there 
are  no  otbera  in  ■  th^  .uiuaaaWi  Of** 
of  these  mvttm  ie^a  large  One.  a  naare 
or  leas  human  MkeaUaa,  with  eyea  that 
can  aIeep*or  wake.  Forked  by  a  atring 
at  thf  wearer'a  will.  The  other  four 
are  emaller.  and  two  reeemble  the 
heads  of  birds.  They  .ire  beautifully 
made,  the  carving  might  have  been 
done  h>  a  modern  workman  with 
modern  toola,  and  when  the  imple- 
ments the  maker  uaed  are  conaidered, 
his  skill  mtMt  be  regarded  as  marveN 
oua.  The  eolora  on  them  are  'Olear 
and  vivid <  looking  aa  fraafe  aa  the 
day  they  were  painted.

Thie  reeonetruetlon  was  done  at 
enormous  cost  and  the  cost  haa  tem- 
porarily strained  the  reeouroea  of  the 
aatiop.  Bat  tbe  aoitd  tbct  le  that 
FraaOe  haa  ravalaed  -ber  loat  prov- 
Inoea  with  tbelr  vaat  potential  wealth, 
replaced  bar  ancient  plant,  doubled 
her  productive  cai)aolty  In  many 
manufkcturinv  lines,  in  fact,  become 
to  a  certain  decree  nn  Industrial  na- 
tion, whoi<c  compf>l  It  Ion  Is  felt 
>)eavlly  arroH.t  the  Channel  The  I..enB 
coal  area,  for  Instance,  Is  producing 
more  coal  than  before  the  war.  pro 
duclns  It  more  aheaply  and  is 
equipped  with  machinery  surpaaalng 
aay^blas  in  aay  British  eoal  m^a.

Juat  aa  for  Oroat  BrMbla  the 
prlBiary  aad  tbe  an-iraportaat  con- 
sideration Is  trade,  that  for  France  is 
security.  The  odd  circumstance  is 
that  neither  people,  speaking  in  bulk. 
Is  able  to  understand  the  situation  of 
the  othor  anil  the  itrltlsh  necessity 
la  set  down  In  France  too  frequently 
to  greed,  while  the  French  neceeelty 
la  told  off  In  Britain  as  militarism 
and  Chauvinism.  Thus  In  the  end  all 
Britlah  poUcy  will  bo  doaftlnatlod  by 
the  Tltal  wiBnaity  to  trade  Abroad  in 
order  to  live  at  home,  while  all 
French  policy  will  concentrate  on 
the  neceailty  to  .be  sffe  at  home  in 
order  to  exist  as  a  people. 

Itut  within  those  limits  there  Is 
precisely  the  same  desire  for  peaee  In 
France  and  In  Britain,  the  sanie  l|a> 
patience  and  horror  with  the  '  very 
idea  of  another  war,  the  same  utter 
alwence  of  any  political  ambltloa  to 
pursue  any  foreign  policy  which 
mlcbt  lead  to  war.

Sixty  odd 
mllUoaa  of  Germane  are^reeolved  that 
Germany  eball  i«aJn  be  creat— «nd 
greatness  for  all  Involvea  tbe  reetora- 
tlon of  German  rule  la  tbe  loet  prev- 
iaoee  of  the  Beat  and  la  tbe  oaioa  of 
Austria  with  the  Reich.  I  do  not 
think  I  exaggerate  when  I  say  that 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  (Jernmn  people 
are  ready  to  go  to  any  length  to  insure 
peace  with  France  and  Britain,  on 
the  basis  of  the  frontiers  laid  down 
in  the  West  of  VaraaUlae,  but 
ten  per  cent  are  wllUaff  to  aoeept  a 
ceadttleo  wMob  now  oa;|ato  oa  the 
Biat. 

Gmnany  Kaffcrrd  Ijongret 
(Iermany  Buffered  more,  on  the 
whole.  In  my  Judgment,  than  any  of 
the  other  Kuropean  belligerents, 
with  the  exception  of  Riisaia.  which 
Is  out  of  tha  reckoning.  She  suffered 
lonpeet  aad  the  Inflation  afony  was 
as  bad  as  tbe  worat  of  tbo  war.  Vbe^ 
great  asaaa  oC  tbe  Oarman  people 
have  tbe  same  horror  of  a  new  ooh- 
flict  as  the  people  of  any<  other  nation. 
Moreover,  the  informed  recognise 
that  a  new  general  war,  whether 
(Jcrmany  won  or  lost,  would  spell 
ruin  by  reason  of  the  economic  de- 
vastation which  woold  be  Inevitable. 

But,  and  the  point  Is  all  Important, 
the  maae  of  Germans  do  not  believe 
(icrmaay  can  live  under  existing  con- 
ditions. For  them  the  reunion  of  the 
loet  provlaeea  of  the.  Boat,  the  recon- 
struction of  O  Croat  Germany,  la  pre- 
ciaaly;aa  Important  as  security  for  the 
Frenchman  and  trade  for  the  Briton. 
And  If  France.  In  alliance  with 
I'oland  and  Czecho  Slovakia,  if  Brit- 
ain and  Belgium.  In  alli.^ncc  with 
l''rancc,  undertake  to  hold  Ccrmany 

within  bar  preeent  llialts.  or  Hoek  to 
eternixe  aay  frontier  save  those  In 
tbe  Weet.  It  U  almoet  Impoaelble  to 
believe  la  any  permanent  German 
acceptance  of  thla  altuatlon  or  aaao- 
elation  with  the  WOgtora  aatloao  In* 
side  or  out  of  the  IiOavue  of  NdttOna 
lllndenburg  Minority  Pmaldeat 

Hindenburg's  election  dooa  not 
mean  a  Oarman  dsoira  for '«  nO#  war. 
No  other  German  could  have  been 
elected  on  tbe  Natlonallat  ticket,  as 
the  preliminary  vote  8bowed-;-more> 
over,  even  Hindenburg  Is  a  minority 
President  -  -jiince  the  sum  of  the  Marx 
and  CotTimunlst  votes  exceeded  his. 
sentimental  appeal  his  name  had.  In 
He  was  elected  largely  because  of  the 
the  same  way  Robert  E.  Lee  would 
have  been  elected  by  tbe  South  to 
any  offlce  he  could  have  run  for  after 
the  Civil  War  bad  ho  cboaen  to  be  a 
candidate  and  bad  be  boon  ollfflblo. 
That  would  not  have  moaat  that  tbe 
South  waa  not  beaten  or  that  It 
wanted  a  new  war. 

Yet  sentiment  by  no  means  ex- 
plains the  Hindenburg  vote.  There 
are  millions  of  (iermana  who  aaao- 
clate  Oermany's  present  helplessness 
with  the  Republican  regime,  who  re- 
call the  grandeur  of  the  Empire,  the 
proeperlty  of  the  other  dayg  aad  the 
comparative  mloiry  now.  Tboy  be- 
lieve that  a  weak  Repoblleaa  leader- 
ahip  has  broucbt  Germany  to  ber 
preeent  state  and  that  a  return  to  the 
old  order  would  mean  a  return  to  the 
old  prosperity,  and  above  all  to  the 
condition  In  which  Germany  would 
aRain  be  treated  as  an  equal  among 
the  great  peoples  of  tbe  world, 
f^otora  la  Beelloa 

The  OOOt  of  llvlac  BOW  and  eleven 
years  aco,  tbo  fOrolsn  status  of  Ger- 
many then. aad  now,  the  continued 
presence  of  srmlea  of  occupation, 
which  tbe  Republic  has  not  been  able 
to  remove,  the  preeence  of  a  hostile 
Polish  frontier  as  near  to  BerlUi  aa 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  la  to  Waab* 
Ington,  tbe  failure  of  the  Allied 
armlee  to  retire  from  the  ColoiPBe 
cone  and  the  general  belief  that  the 
French  mean  aywayv  to  stay  on  the 
Middle  Rhine,  theae  are  circum- 
stances which,  taken  In  conjunction 
with  the  popularity  of  the  old 
Marshal  himself,  explain  his  election. 

Yet  the  German  people,  la  my 
Judgment,  want  peace  as  sincerely  aa 
the.  Kroncb  or  tbe  Brtluh,  but  oa 
ooadltfoniik  Jaat  ae  tbelr  nelghbore 
do.  If,  I  repeat,  the  Brltlab  are  ready 
to  direct  their  foreign  policy  In  any 
wa>'  to  (iromole  trade  and  thus  to 
permit  existence,  If  the  French  are 
similarly  ready  to  do  anythloK  con- 
sistent with  national  safety  to  Insure 
peace,  the  Germans  seek  peace,  but 
with  the  deliberate  understanding 
that  within  that  area  of  peace  Ger- 
many must  be  allowed  to  be  what  her 
population  and  raaooreaa  entitle  ber 
to  bo.  namely,  a  Kroat  aad  lade-, 
pendent  (ionatry,  poeaeeeed  ol  tbooe 
landa  wbleb  every  German  togarda 
as  ritblfully  hers  by  reaaen  of  tbe 
eoolal  character  of  the  inhabttaptP. 
Mao  of  New  CMaica 
Meanwhile,  one  moat  alee  recog- 
nise the  riee  of  two  very  eoaaiderable 
and  important  new  etatea.  Poland, 
with  nearly  thirty  mllllona  of  people, 
rapidly  Increasing  in  population, 
with  vast  resources,  agricultural,  in- 
dustrial. With  an  efTlcient  army  and 
a  population  resolved  to  defend  lU 
preeent  frontiers  to  tbe  laat  gasp.  Is 
by  no  mesne  a  necltplbte  fbctor.  In. 
no  coatMlvable  way.  save  as  the  re- 
sult of  b  eueceesful  war,  could  Ger- 
many reclaim  from  Poland  a  foot  of 
soil  wbleb  waa  oaoo  bora,  albolt 
taken  orfBlnally  from  tbe  Pelee. 

But  to  wave  a  eueeeaafui  war 
against  Poland  Germany  would  have 
to  raise  armies  vastly  In  exceas  of  the 
limits  inipoB#Mi  <Sy  tha  Treaty  of 
Veraalllea.  and  no  one  can  Imactne 
Franc*  would  permit  thla  to  happen, 
believlav  that  thsee  armlee  havla« 
tftapoood  of  Folaad.  woaJd  be  turned 
aialnat  Franoa,  aad  wannlat  tbat  a 
alaallarly  aapiae  poUey  la  IMI  wiMn 
Pnioala  attached  Auiitria,  loi  to  tbo 
deltwrle  of  ItTt.  when  Fraaee.  alone, 
was  overwhelmed  Nor  can  one  b«- 
lievs  that  rserho-niovakta.  with  its

Germany  attain  that  poaition  coru- 
meaaurato  with  her  population, 
reaouroae  and  national  will,  Poland 
and  Coeebo-Slovakla  reiaia  Ckeir  ter- 
ritorial laterprity  aad  eoonomie  tB> 
dependenee.  all  at  tbe  aama  Mme? 
No.  obviously,  no  (^an  England  In 
the  Interest,  the  imperious  Interests 
of  her  existence,  persuade  France  to 
trust  (Jcrniany,  I'oland  to  Biieriflcc 
her  national  territory.  Cxecho- 
iilovakla  to  allow  German  territory 
practically  iq  surround  her,  prevail 
upon  Germany  to  adopt  poiideH  and 
methods  wblob  woold  reassure  her 
nelgbbera.  even  at  tbe  coet  of  aban- 
doning national  coavleCloaa?  No. 
obvtoualy  no.  again. 

But  Is  the  alternative  a  new  war? 
Certainly  not  a  new  war  in  any  pres- 
ent time  Kurope.  in  the  Judgment  of 
the  wisest  men  with  whom  I  talked 
!s  entering  a  period  of  peace.  Just  aa 
she  did  after  the  Napoleonic  wars 
and  Just  as  aba  did  after  tbe  wars  of 
Louie  XIV.  Bxbauatlon  and  all  lU 
attending  dreumataacoe  make  war 
totally  unlikely  for  mo  decade,  for 
two  decadea,  perbapa  fdr  a  quarter  of 
a  century.  But  beyond  that  rel- 
atively limited  period,  what?  There 
Is  the  great,  the  outatanding  ques- 
tion of  today.

Race  Qoeatlon  Compllraled 
Hut  politically,  in  the  broadeet 
sense,  Kuroi>e  la  not  recovering  be 
cause  In  all  the  history  of  modem 
Kurope  no  solution  has  been  found 
to  the  complicated  question  of  racee. 
If  France  were  able  to  feel  eafe  along 
tbe  Rhine  ebe  Wf«l4  oortafaly  bava 
as  lltue  oo^eero  Ibr  MM  Ylaltta  aa  tbo 
Britlah.  But  abo  aaoaot  Caol  eafe. 
and  Indeed  eoanot  bo  oafo.  If  Oer- 
many  rabiaa  graat  annleo  aad  over- 
whelms Poland  and  Csecbo-SlovakIa 
and  annexes  Austria.  Yet  after  all 
can  65.000.000  people  permanently 
consent  to  be  partitioned.  as  they 
feel  themselves  to  be  now,  or  pre- 
vented from  completing  tbO  aatloaal 
integration  which  has  been  permit- 
ted to  Poland,  to  many  of  tbe 
amaller  trlbee  oil  Burope  T  Or  will 
Poland  eonaent  to  a  now  partition 
thAt  Europe  may  have  peace,  Fraaeo 
security  and  Britain  markets? 

We  arc  to  have  peace  In  Kurope 
for  a  long  period  of  time,  peace  In 
the  sense  of  an  abaence  of  llgbtlng, 
but  of  peaoe  In  the  sense  of  any 
reconciliation  between  the  racee  who 
mtist  be  rooeaolled  If  peace .  la  -to  be 
real.  I  eovld  Had  no  real  evidence, 
the  moot  one  might  detect  woo  a 
growing  reoognltloa  tbat  wltbout 
such  peace,  Burope  was  la  the  aad 
doomed  snd  the  present  recovery  was 
comparable  wholly  w^h  that  of  a 
cancer  patient,  fatally  stricken,  but 
makinir  «  temporary  recovery  from 
the  flrgt  but  unaueceaaful  operation.

Sttantion  as  Leader  by  Conserr- 
•tivea  Surpriaed  BvarjroQe, 
But  the  Choice  Wgg 
Justified 

No  pol'"  personality  of  modern 
ttmea  hsK  ,i  >nfounded  his  critics  as 
Stanley  Baldwin.  Prime  Minister  of 
Oreat  Britain.  But  a  short  While  ago 
he  was  regarded  ss  a  man  without 
Initiative  or  capacity,  who  had  tunl- 
bled  Into  his  exalted  poaltlon  mora  or 
laas  by  chanea — had  bad.  greatneas 
thntat  npoa  htm,  ao  to  apaak. 

There  was  ao  ou'standlng  perpori 
allty.  no  marked  gift  of  oratory,  no 
apparent  executive  ability.  His  party 
tolerated  hia  leadership — not  without 
misgiving,  hta  opponents  regarded  It 
as  their  chief  asaat;  public  opinion 
accepted  it.  like  the  waathar.  with 
raalgnatlon.  Nothing  aurprlasd  m»iiit 
maa  mora  than  tha  fact  that,  after 
tha  debaela  which  followed  tha  ap- 
peal to  the  eoantry  on  tha  prataetlon 
laaue  laat  yaar.  the  ConearvaUvaa  re- 
talnad  him  as  thalr  laadar. 

Yet  on  the  morrow  of  the  recent 
overwhelming  victory  at  tha  polls. 
SUnley  Baldwin  stood  aut  as  a 
changad  bmo.  Ha  aeeapted  tha  vote 
of  the  aleeiarate  as  aa  eapraaaloa  of 
natloaal  fast  mmrtf)  confldenoa. 
throw  off  hia  dMiMoace  aa  if  it  were 
an  oatwara  garamat.  aaleeted  hia 
eablnat  arlth  eomplata*  disregard  of 
other  paople'a  feelings  and  opinlona. 
and  made  it  perfect ir  clear  to  the 
country  and  to  all  .•onc#^*<)  that  he 
intended  to  call  tha  ;.iwa  to  which  hie 
followani  wara  ta 


fact  Is  that  tha  Primrt  Minister  Is  % 
highly  complaa  eltaraeter.  la  ceruin 
circumstances  he  can  be  almpia.  evan 
unsophlatlcatad«-aa.  for  axample. 
whan  ha  allowad  tha  laosar  but  more 
persistent  llghta  of  his  party  to  rush 
him  Into  the  dlsajitrous  protection 
election.  But  behind  this  there  lies 
a  man  of  coifrage,  determination.  Im- 
agination and  even  resource,  who  can 
only  express  himself  under  given  con- 
ditions. 

Theaa  naeaaaary  •'.ondltioaa  are  Ob- 
vlouBly  thooa  of  eaafldoace  aad  an- 
thorlty,  tiat  aa.  t or  a  aMmdht.  traoa 
hia  polttleal  earaer'.  Me  waa  dompar- 
aMvaly  aakaawa  whoa,  la  l»17.  ha 
baaama  Flaaadai  Sacretary  to  tha 
Treaaary  that  ki.  parliamentary  m- 
slataat  to  tha  Chanoallor  of  the  Kx- 
Chaquer.  In  this  capacity  he  attracted 
little  public  attention,  and  only  those 
In  rioeeat  touch  with  hia  work  areTe 
Impressed  with  his  <iualltie« 

Surprise  was  therefore  more  or  laga 
general  whaa  he  waa  pramotad  to  be 


president  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  Yet 
in  this  poaltlon  he  was  a  ranM^rkabla 
aaeeeia,'aad  Chora  ,wara  vary  faw.ad- 
vorao  eommenta  whah,  UUar.  ha  waa 
placed  la  eharge  of  tha  Bcehaauer. 

As  ChaneeMor,  Mr.  Baldwin  again 
appeared  to  lapae  from  his  high  es- 
tate. He  accomplished  nothlnr  worthy 
of  note,  and  hia  funding  of  the  British 
debt  to  America  was  regarded  aa  a 
very  honorable  transaction  of  ques- 
tionable expediency.

Yet  today,  after  a  few  months  In 
the  wilderness,  Stanley  Baldwin  In 
back  in  office,  tha  unchallenged  lead- 
er of  his  party  aad  with  tha  graataat 
parliamentary  majority  of  modem 
times  behind  him.

rose  above  the  eommoBplaae;  •as' 
praaldant  of  tho  Board  af  Trade  ha 
beemnc  Ma  owa  nkastdr.  aad  wha  fhan 
so  auBoeasfuI  that  eammarelai  dretea'' 
voted  him  tha  graataat  president  of 
the  generation.

And  In  the  case  of  the 
Ralfuka  llaru  condltlona  changed 
with  groat  rapidity,  Howaver,  cer- 
uln  tontativa  piaaa  ara  mada. 

A  captain  raooiraa'^a  raport  from 
hla  wiralaaa  oporat^.  Ineh  and  auch 
a  ahlp  Is  In  diatraaa.  The  maasag* 
gives  the  position  of  the  disabled 
ship,  or  ahould  give  It.  Sometimes 
this  Is  Impossible,  because  of  adverse 
w*ath*r  conditinna.  Th*"  Raifuku 
Maru  did  not  know  precisely  wher* 
ahe  was.  The  waather  was  overcast 
and  ah*  had  b«*n  drifting  helpless 
all  nldht.

One*  the  position  of  th*  diaablad 
ahlp  la  known  the  rescuing  ahlp  aeta 
h*r  courae  accordingly,  t'onalder  for 
a  moment  the  Creek  liner  Klnr  Alex- 
ander out  of  Piraeus,  bound  for  New 
York  and  seventy  mllas  from  the 
Raltuku  Maru  whan  aha  aont  out  her 
llrat  ■  O  1. 

Tho  Klnt  Aloaandor  waa  rkUag  out 
tha  gala  aad  k*d  to  titm  dlrootiy  lata 
It  to  go  to  tho  raaottd.  Bho  waa  with- 
in thirty  mllaa  of  th*  acene  when 
word  came  that  the  Homeric  was 
standing  by;  so  she  again  altered  her 
course  and  proceeded  to  New  York. 
But  In  that  forty-mile  struggle 
against  the  gale  ahe  lost  twenty  foet 
of  railing,  six  ventllatorM,  rlx  porte,  a 
stanchion  waa  hurled  through  a 
dlnlng*room  window  .-ind  one  pas- 
aongar  diad  of  apoplexy.  «

No  captain  Is  partic- 
ularly happy  whan  he  finds  himaelf 
la  tha  poaition  of  a  proapActlra  haro 
gatat  to  aavo  Uvaa  at  aaft.  Tho  poa- 
sikWtlaa  of  attooaat  ara  taa  alandar 
and  tka  ehk.aaaa  «(  miafortana  ara  tee 
many. 

H*  has  Rrat  of  all  to  attand  to  th* 

navigation  of  his  own  ahlp,  and  a  biff 
ship  caught  In  a  rale  r*<|ulr*s  con- 
stant attention.  It  In  not  as  eaay  aa 
at**rlaff  an  automobile.  All  the  foroa* 
ar*  working  against  him.

Na  aooatryman  or  woman  woald 
ever  dream  of  aalUng  a  awarm  or 
hive  to  a  proopoetlvo  buyer.  Any 
such  tranaaetloa  would  laovllahly 
bring  him  the  moot  dire  BUafortaaa. 
Hives  may  be  bartered,  but  that  la  an 
entirely  difTerent  matter.  For  a  sack 
of  com  or  a  small  pig  (these  sire 
usually  considered  equal  to  the  value 
of  a  hive)  you  may  obtain  your 
swarm,  but  money  must  not  pass  un- 
less you  are  anxious  to  court  dlaaster. 

Stolen  beee  never  thrive.  They 
either  pine  away  aad  die,  or  deaert 
the  tbiaf  aad  reCam  ta  thehr  aid 
hoaiaa. 

They  are  great  stlcklera  for 
etiquette,  and  require  to  ba  advised  In 

proper  faahion  concernlag  -  all  Im- 
portant events  in  the  houaefiold  to 
which  they  ttrlong.  Thus  when  a 
member  of  a  family  la  married,  the
